Tourist Visitors Extention 


ORANJESTAD - Everyday 
people arrive on Aruba as vi¬ 
sitors from different countries. 
They come here to enjoy a va¬ 
cation at a hotel, condominium 
or to enjoy the home they 
bought here to get away from 
the winter. 

There are also those who 
come to stay with friends on 
Aruba. Sometimes friends in¬ 
vite them to come and spend 
time with them for their vaca¬ 
tion. 

So, they stay at a friend’s 
residence during their time on 
the island. 

The number of vacation 
days that visitors get to stay on 
the island depends on various 
factors. In general, however, 


the Immigration allows for a 
30 day tourism stay at en¬ 
trance. In the event the person 
has the Dutch nationality, or is 
here to enjoy their own resi¬ 
dence on the island (a home, 
timeshare or condominium) 
and they can prove this, the 
Immigration is authorized to 
give them a maximum of 180 
days per year providing of 
course they comply with all the 
requirements. 

The average tourist stay is 
one week. Persons who have 
received a stay-over period for 
30 days, but who desires to 
stay longer, must go to 
DIMAS and file a formal ap¬ 
plication for an extention. 

Most of the petitions for 
visitor extentions are for those 
staying with family or friends. 
In this case, it is the family 
member who is responsible for 
the person. The family is the 
guarantor for any eventual ex¬ 
penses that may occur during 
the visitor’s stay on the island. 

The family member is re¬ 
quired to submit a letter of 
guarantee, legalized by DWJZ, 
along with other requirements. 

Soon DIMAS will be issu¬ 
ing a communique concerning 
the changes in the procedures 
regarding guarantees when re¬ 
questing an extension for 
longer visitor-stays on the is¬ 
land and for applying for a visa 
to travel to Aruba. 


To submit a petition for the 
visitor extention, there is no 
need for an appointment. The 
request for a visitor extention is 
a free service at DIMAS and a 
“same day service” as well. 
This can be requested at the 
DIMAS’ Fast Desk. 

The person must present 
with all the required docu¬ 
ments for the extention re¬ 
quest. They must present the 
Form for the Visitor’s Exten¬ 
tion Request and the letter of 
guarantee. These forms are 
available on their website at 
www.dimasamba.com. 

No visitor is allowed to 
work during their stay on the 
island as a visitor. 

DIMAS is open Monday to 
Friday for the prolongation of 
visitor’s stays. 

Only the Embassy of the 
Dutch Kingdom can issue 
visas which may be valid for 6 
months for multiple entries or 
for 4 years with multiple en¬ 
tries. 

Other services of the 
DIMAS’ Fast desk are: peti¬ 
tions for the restitution of 
monies deposited, making ap¬ 
pointments for those without 
internet connections, submit- 
ing petitions for re-entry per¬ 
mits, and for requests for 
duplicate documents. DIMAS 
will dissimate more informa¬ 
tion on their services in forth¬ 
coming communiques.

CAMARADA- Aruba to A Piece of History as reflected by 
commemorate fallen Minister Plenipotenciary 




ORANJESTAD - Like pre¬ 
vious years, today, May 4th, 
the Dutch Kingdom will com¬ 
memorate the Fallen Soldiers 
during World War II. 
Nowadays, even those who 
have fallen while employed by 
the government in military 
conflicts (Indonesia) and / or 
peacekeeping operations (Le¬ 
banon, Bosnia and Afgha¬ 
nistan), are commemorated. 

This year, from 5:30 to 
16:30, Camarada-Aruba will 
again organize a commemora¬ 
tive ceremony. Camarada is 


diligently working with the 
Marines of Savaneta Camp. A 
total of 67 young people were 
also invited to lay flowers. 

Camarada has also asked 
authorities to keep a silent 
march and radio and television 
stations to - as of 6:00 p.m. - 
hold 2 minutes of silence. 

Camarada-Aruba invites 
families of fallen soldiers, 
archers, ex-servicemen and the 
community in general to join 
this commemoration ceremony 
and to lay flowers during the 
defile. 


May 5th is considered Libera¬ 
tion Day and Minister Plenipo¬ 
tenciary of Aruba in the Hague 
called attention to this and re¬ 
flected on what he called a 
“Piece of forgotten History.” 

He referred to Aruban, Boy 
Ecury. Ecury was an Aruban 
student who was very active in 
the Dutch Resistance move¬ 
ment during the Second World 
War. He paid a high price for 
his courage, namely, his very 
life. Boy Ecury was deceived 
by the Germans and betrayed. 
No one woud have blamed him 
if, at the start of the war he had 
returned home to be with his 
family in Aruba. In the prime 
of his youth he went to Hol¬ 
land to study and prepare him¬ 
self to return to Aruba for a 
career that awaited him. 

Instead, Boy did not hesi¬ 
tate to join the Dutch Resist¬ 
ance and was willing to 
sacrifice his life for Holland, 
which wasn’t even his native 
country, according to Minister 
Abath. 

The Minister invited stu¬ 
dents in Holland to participate 
in the placing of a wreath at the 
monument at Waallsdorper- 
vlakte at Scheviningen, close 
to the place where Boy Ecury 
was killed on November 6, 
1944. The so-called “Silent 
March” will take place today 
May 4th at Oude Waalsdorper- 
weg with a solemn march to 
the monument dedicated to 
those who gave their lives in 
the War. 

According to Minister 
Abath, it is important to make 
a connection between Boy 
Ecury and the generation of 
youth of today. Today’s youth 
are growing up without much 
regard for tolerance and soli¬ 
darity. We must find ways to 
curb this tendency, according 
to Abath. And, we can attempt 
this by sharing with young 
people who Boy Ecury was 
and by focusing on his exam¬ 
ple. He indicated that they 
would like to prepare a pack¬ 
age of classroom lessons on 


this matter for our schools. 

It would be wise for stu¬ 
dents both in Aruba and in 
Holland get to know Boy 
Ecury better and to begin 
thinking about what the Dutch 
Kingdom means to all of us. 


We need to begin focusing on 
the values we share and on 
what divides us. Boy Ecury 
was an exemplary citizen of 
the Dutch Kingdom.. .and he is 
that to this day, according to 
Minister Edwin Abath.

Muslims 

— According to the Organisa¬ 
tion of Islamic Cooperation 
(OIC), Geert Wilder's new book 
is nothing but a repetition of his 
previous hate campaign against 
Islam, which is actually abuse 
of freedom of expression. 

A OIC spokesperson ex¬ 
pressed dismay at the publica¬ 
tion of Wilders' new book, 
“Marked for Death: Islam's 
War Against the West and Me." 
According to the OIC's web¬ 
site, "the new book is nothing 


but a repetition of Mr. Wilders 
campaign of hate mongering 
against Islam in abusing his 
right of freedom of expression. 
Suffice it to say that his activi¬ 
ties have been denounced and 
disavowed by the Dutch Gov¬ 
ernment, Dutch Parliament, 
the European Parliament as 
well as the Council of Europe." 

Wilders is currently touring 
the United States in order to 
promote “Marked for Death." 
At one of the stops on the tour, 


he called on Muslims to aban¬ 
don Islam. During an interview 
with right wing TV and radio 
personality Glen Beck, he said 
he wanted to see "less Islam," 
although he was not calling for 
an outright ban. 

At times Beck was critical 
of Geert Wilders' ideas. Beck 
said it would be better to have 
moderate Muslims change 
Islam from within. In the past, 
Beck has called Wilders a 
facist. The interview with 


Beck took place in Dallas, 
Texas. Beck was once a star of 
the right wing channel Fox 
News, but now has his own 
radio and TV shows on his 
own pay website. 

Wilders also stated that the 
European Union (EU) is a lost 
cause and will soon collapse. 
“Europe is the worst thing that 
ever happened to us," said 
Wilders, who, earlier this week, 
announced that the PVV wants 
the Netherlands to leave the 



EU." We have lost our national 
identity," the PVV leader said.

Libya funded Sarkozy on world press day 
2007 campaign: ex-Libya 
PM's lawyers 


TUNIS (AFP) - Moamer Kad- 
hafi’s regime funded Nicolas 
Sarkozy’s 2007 poll campaign, 
lawyers for former Libyan pre¬ 
mier Baghdadi al-Mahmudi 
said yesterday, as the French 
president dismissed it as a ploy 
to derail his bid for relection. 

’’Moamer Kadhafi, his 
regime and the officials who 
worked with him financed 
Sarkozy’s election campaign in 
2007,” lawyer Bechir Essed 
told reporters in Tunis, where 
Mahmudi is detained, men¬ 
tioning that 50 million euros 
($65 million) changed hands. 

Essed’s claims came after 
the French Mediapart website 
published a document on Sat¬ 
urday which it said showed 
Libya’s financing of Sarkozy’s 
campaign. 

Sarkozy again angrily dis¬ 
missed Mediapart's document 
as a deliberate forgery timed to 
destabilise his re-election cam¬ 
paign and is taking legal action 
against the website. 

’’The Libyan government 
said it was a fake, the recipient 
of the wire transfer said it was 
fake,” Sarkozy told French 
broadcaster Canal Plus. 

’’Who could believe such 
nonsense?” he said, calling the 
accusations slander. 

According to Essed, the 
deal was concluded by former 
Libyan intelligence chief 


Mussa Kussa on the instruc¬ 
tions of Kadhafi and that ’’doc¬ 
uments proving the transaction 
exist.” 

Another lawyer for Mah¬ 
mudi, who is facing two de¬ 
mands for extradition to Tri¬ 
poli, confirmed the claim, 
adding that his client believes 
Sarkozy is behind his detention 
in Tunisia. 

Lawyers for Mediapart 
urged French prosecutors to 
demand access to Mahmudi 
from Tunisian authorities for 
questioning on the vote fund¬ 
ing allegations. 

Mahmudi is a ’’key witness” 
and risks an unjust trial and 
’’quick summary execution” in 
Libya, lawyers Jean-Pierre 
Mignard and Emmanual Tord- 
jman said, making a call 
against his extradition to Libya. 

A Tunisian court in Febru¬ 
ary cleared Mahmudi of cross¬ 
ing illegally into Tunisia as he 
fled Libya last year but kept 
him in prison. 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
UN leader Ban Ki-moon yes¬ 
terday led international outrage 
at the growing number of jour¬ 
nalist killings, as the bodies of 
two dead photographers were 
found in Mexico on World 
Press Freedom Day. 

Ban told a press freedom at 
the UN headquarters that jour¬ 
nalists now face "dire threats” 
and highlighted that more than 
60 were killed in 2011. 

Amid international tributes 
to journalists such as Marie 
Colvin of the United States and 
Remi Ochlik of France who 
were killed in the Syrian 
protest city of Homs in March, 
some press freedom groups 
say this year could see an even 
worse media death toll. 

Mexican security forces 
yesterday found the dismem¬ 
bered bodies of two missing 
photographers — Guillermo 
Luna Varela and Gabriel Huge 
— in a canal in the eastern state 
of Veracruz, authorities said. 

In Somalia, radio reporter 
Farhan Jeemis Abdulle was 
shot dead by gunmen on the 
eve of World Press Freedom 
Day, police said. Abdulle was

’’Impunity for those who at¬ 
tack or threaten journalists re¬ 
mains disturbingly prevalent,” 
he added, calling attacks on 
journalists ’’outrageous”. 

Reporters Without Borders 
said even before the bodies of 
the Mexican photographers 
were found, 22 reporters and 
six bloggers and ’’citizen jour¬ 
nalists” have already been 
killed since the start of the 
year. 

According to Reporters 
Without Borders, five journal¬ 
ists have been killed in Soma¬ 
lia this year, four in Syria — 
including Colvin and Ochlik - 
- two each in Bangladesh, 
Brazil and India, and one in In¬ 
donesia, Iraq, Lebanon, Nige¬ 
ria, Pakistan, the Philippines, 
and Thailand. 

Andrei Netto, a correspon¬ 
dent for Brazilian daily O Es- 
tado de Sao Paulo who was 
abducted in Libya last year, 
said it was important to cover 
high-profile conflict such as 
the Arab uprisings, but more 
focus should be given to help¬ 
ing journalists in countries 
which call themselves demo¬ 
cratic. 

”We have to protect jour¬ 
nalists in democratic countries 


first of all. There are tens of 
countries which are demo¬ 
cratic and do not respect the 
law as they should do,” he said 
at a UN event on press free¬ 
dom organized by France and 
Greece. 

Reporters Without Borders 
said that more than 280 jour¬ 
nalists and bloggers have been 
imprisoned this year, including 
32 in Eritrea, 30 in China and 
27 in Iran and 14 in Syria. But 
five have been detained in 
Azerbaijan, which is the UN 
Security Council president for 
May. 

Ban and press freedom 
groups have sought to stress 
the role of the media, and par¬ 
ticularly the new social media, 
in covering the uprisings in 
Libya, Egypt and Syria over 
the past 18 months. 

’’Those new voices and new 
modes of communication have 
helped millions of people gain, 
for the first time, the chance at 
democracy and opportunities 
that had been denied to them 
for so long,” Ban said. 

The Freedom House rights 
group said the Middle East and 
North Africa experienced ’’dra¬ 
matic if precarious gains” in 
press freedom last year after 
the uprisings. But it added that 
Bahrain and Syria launched 
’’harsh media crackdowns” as 
part of government crack¬ 
downs on uprisings. 

The group said that China, 
Russia and Iran have kept a 
tight grip on the media by de¬ 
taining critics and shutting 
down media outlets.

Al-Qaeda 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States released letters 
Thursday from Osama bin 
Laden's compound that reveal 
a divided Al-Qaeda and an anx¬ 
ious leader worried about his 
network's image among Mus¬ 
lims, even as he yearned to 
strike again at American tar¬ 
gets. 

A year after bin Laden was 
killed by US Navy SEALs at 
his Pakistani hideout, the White 
House released 17 documents 
from among a vast trove of 
files recovered at his home in 
Abbottabad. 

The letters show bin Laden 
and other Al-Qaeda figures 
deeply concerned about civil¬ 
ian casualties in Islamic coun¬ 
tries, frustrated with fellow 
extremists in Pakistan and in 
disagreement over the role of 
affiliates elsewhere. 

Bin Laden's associates were 
so worried about how Muslims 
viewed the organization that 
one follower suggested chang¬ 
ing Al-Qaeda's name to make a 
fresh start, according to one 
document. 

Bin Laden expressed grave 
concern about his terror net¬ 
work losing the sympathy of 
Muslims and described opera¬ 
tions killing Muslims as "mis¬ 
takes," adding it was important 
that "no Muslims fall victim 
except when it is absolutely es¬ 
sential." "It would lead us to 
winning several battles while 
losing the war at the end," he 
wrote. 

Bin Laden suggests target¬ 
ing US interests in "non-Is- 
lamic" countries, except where 
American troops are deployed 
in Iraq or Afghanistan, to avoid 
more Muslim casualties. 

He also calls for two groups 
to prepare to take out US Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama and senior 
military officer General David 
Petraeus, now the head of the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 

Bin Laden argued that by 
killing Obama, the United 
States would be plunged into 
crisis because he believed Vice 
President Joe Biden was not 
ready for the job. 

At the time the letter was 
written, Petraeus was chief of 
US Central Command, over¬ 
seeing troops in both Iraq and 
Afghanistan. He took over as 
commander in the Afghanistan 
war in June 2010. 

In another letter whose au¬ 
thor is unclear, there is a dis¬ 
cussion about changing 
Al-Qaeda's name to reconnect 
with Muslims around the 
world. 


WASHINGTON(AFP) - The 
White House Thursday de¬ 
clined to say whether Washing¬ 
ton would offer Chinese 
dissident Chen Guangcheng 
asylum, as senior officials tried 
to ease a diplomatic showdown 
over his fate in Beijing. 

President Barack Obama's 
spokesman Jay Carney faced 
an inquisition on Chen at his 
daily briefing, but referred de¬ 


tailed questions on the unfold¬ 
ing drama to US diplomats in 
Beijing accompanying Secre¬ 
tary of State Hillary Clinton. 

The president kept out of 
public exchanges on the issue, 
perhaps a sign of a desire to 
avoid escalating the row into a 
confrontation with China's po¬ 
litical leaders, or a desire by of¬ 
ficials to insulate him from 
domestic political fire. 


Carney would not comment 
on questions about Chen "hy¬ 
pothetically" seeking political 
asylum, though stressed the 
dissident, who now says he has 
changed his mind and wants to 
come to the United States had 
not requested such status. 

US officials have said 
Chen, who riled Chinese au¬ 
thorities by exposing forced 
abortions and sterilizations 


under the government's "one- 
child" policy, left the embassy 
after Beijing pledged he and 
his family would be treated 
"humanely". 

Chen has since said he felt 
under pressure to leave the em¬ 
bassy, fearing for the safety of 
his family, who suffered re¬ 
peated abuses at the hands of 
local officials in their home 
town.

Blood thinner works as well as 
aspirin in heart patients 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - As¬ 
pirin works as well as the 
blood thinner warfarin, or 
Coumadin, in most patients 
with heart failure when it 
comes to preventing death, 
stroke or brain hemorrhage, 
said a major international 
study. 

The findings published in 
the New England Journal of 
Medicine came from a land¬ 
mark clinical trial that lasted 


10 years and tracked 2,305 pa¬ 
tients in 11 countries. 

The combined risk of death, 
stroke, and cerebral hemor¬ 
rhage was 7.47 percent per 
year for patients taking war¬ 
farin, and 7.93 percent per year 
for those taking aspirin, a dif¬ 
ference that researchers said 
was not statistically signifi¬ 
cant. 

Patients taking the blood 
thinner had half the stroke risk 
of people taking aspirin, but 
warfarin patients had double 
the risk for major bleeding, 
and so those two factors can¬ 
celled each other out, re¬ 
searchers said. 

There was some evidence 
among warfarin patients fol¬ 
lowed for four years or more 
that the blood thinner may 
have superior benefits in ward¬ 
ing off death, stroke or brain 
hemorrhage but more analysis 
is needed, the study said. 

"Since the overall risks and 
benefits are similar for aspirin 
and warfarin, the patient and 
his or her doctor are free to 


choose the treatment that best 
meets their particular medical 
needs," said lead investigator 
Shunichi Homma of Columbia 
University Medical Center. 

"However, given the con¬ 
venience and low cost of as¬ 
pirin, many may go this route." 

Heart failure can hike the 
risk of blood clots that may 
cause stroke. Aspirin prevents 
the blood from clotting and 
warfarin, available by pre¬ 
scription, thins the blood. 

"With at least six million 
Americans — and many more 
around the world — suffering 
from heart failure, the results 
of the WARCEF study will 
have a large public health im¬ 
pact," said Walter Koroshetz, 
deputy director of the National 
Institute for Neurological Dis¬ 
orders and Stroke. 

"The key decision will be 
whether to accept the in¬ 
creased risk of stroke with as¬ 
pirin, or the increased risk of 
primarily gastrointestinal hem¬ 
orrhage with warfarin," he 
said.

More US teens postponing sex: study 


method of birth control at all, a 
level that has remained about 
the same since 1995. 

Separate studies have 
shown that the US teen birth 
rate — in 2010 it was 34 births 
per 1,000 females — is in steep 


decline, down 44 percent from 
1990 to its lowest level in 
seven decades. 

About 368,000 babies were 
bom to US teenagers in 2010. 

However, the CDC warned 
that the US teen birth rate re¬ 


mains higher than in other de¬ 
veloped countries, and urged 
communities to provide sex 
education and connect 
teenagers to reproductive 
health services. 




WASHINGTON (AFP) - More 
US teenagers are postponing 
sex than in 1995, and hor¬ 
monal contraceptive use is up 
among those who are sexually 
active, said US health authori¬ 
ties on Thursday. 

However, disparities in safe 
sex practices remain, with 
white teenagers more likely to 
regularly use contraception 
than African-Americans or 
Hispanics, said the report by 
the Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention. 

The data came from the Na¬ 
tional Survey of Family 
Growth collected for 1995, 
2002, and the period of 2006- 
2010, described as a nationally 
representative survey. 

Over the period 2006-2010, 
57 percent of teenage girls 
aged 15-19 years had never 
had vaginal intercourse, an in¬ 
crease from 49 percent in 
1995, said the CDC's Morbid¬ 
ity and Mortality Weekly re¬ 
port. 

"The proportion of female 
teens who never have had sex 


is now comparable across 
racial/ethnic groups," it said. 

About 60 percent of sexu¬ 
ally experienced teens said 
they were currently using hor¬ 
monal birth control such as the 
Pill, the intrauterine device 
(IUD) or injections, an in¬ 
crease from 47 percent in 
1995. 

Such contraceptive use was 
highest among whites (66 per¬ 
cent) and lowest among blacks 
(46 percent). Among sexually 
active Hispanic teenagers, 54 
percent reported using a hor¬ 
monal birth control method. 

Condoms were deemed a 
moderately effective birth con¬ 
trol method and were second in 
popularity among sexually ac¬ 
tive teenagers, having fallen 
steadily since 1995. 

However, during 2006-2010 
period, "only about half (49 
percent) of female teens who 
used a condom for contracep¬ 
tion reported consistent use in 
the past month," the CDC said.

Perigee "Super Moon" 
On May 5-6 



The Ml Moon has a reputation 
for trouble. It raises high tides, 
it makes dogs howl, it wakes 
you up in the middle of the 
night with beams of moonlight 
stealing through drapes. If a 
moonbeam wakes you up on 
the night of May 5th, 2012, you 
might want to get out of bed 
and take a look. This May’s 
full Moon is a "super Moon,” 
as much as 14% bigger and 
30% brighter than other full 
Moons of 2012. 

The scientific term for the 
phenomenon is "perigee 
moon." Full Moons vary in size 
because of the oval shape of the 
Moon's orbit. The Moon fol¬ 
lows an elliptical path around 
Earth with one side ("perigee") 
about 50,000 km closer than 
the other ("apogee"). Full 
Moons that occur on the 
perigee side of the Moon's orbit 
seem extra big and bright. 

Such is the case on May 5th 
at 11:34 pm Eastern Daylight 
Timel when the Moon reaches 
perigee. Only one minute later, 
the Moon will line up with 
Earth and the sun to become 
brilliantly full. The timing is 
almost perfect. 

Okay, the Moon is 14% big¬ 
ger than usual, but can you re¬ 
ally tell the difference? It's 
tricky. There are no rulers float¬ 
ing in the sky to measure lunar 
diameters. Hanging high over¬ 
head with no reference points 
to provide a sense of scale, one 
full Moon can seem much like 
any other. 

The best time to look is when 
the Moon is near the horizon. 
For reasons not fully under¬ 
stood by astronomers or psy¬ 
chologists, low-hanging Moons 
look unnaturally large when 
they beam through trees, build¬ 
ings and other foreground ob¬ 
jects. On May 5th, this Moon 
illusion will amplify a full 


Moon that's extra-big to begin 
with. The swollen orb rising in 
the east at sunset should seem 
super indeed. 

Folklore holds that all kinds 
of wacky things happen under 
the light of a Ml Moon. Sup¬ 
posedly, hospital admissions in¬ 
crease, the crime rate ticks 
upward, and people behave 
strangely. The idea that the full 
Moon causes mental disorders 
was widespread in the Middle 
Ages. Even the word "lunacy," 
meaning "insanity," comes 
from the Latin word for 
"Moon." 

The majority of modem 
studies, however, show no cor¬ 
relation between the phase of 
the Moon and the incidence of 
crime, sickness, or human be¬ 
havior. The tmth is, the Moon 
is less influential than folklore 
would have us believe. 

It's true that a perigee full 
Moon brings with it extra-high 
"perigean tides," but according 
to the National Oceanic and At¬ 
mospheric Administration this 
is nothing to worry about. In 
most places, lunar gravity at 
perigee pulls tide waters only a 
few centimeters (an inch or so) 
higher than usual. Local geog¬ 
raphy can amplify the effect to 
about 15 centimeters (six 
inches)—not exactly a great 
flood. 

Super perigee Moons are ac¬ 
tually fairly common. The 
Moon becomes full within a 
few hours of its closest ap¬ 
proach to Earth about once a 
year on average. The last such 
coincidence occurred on March 
19th, 2011, producing a full 
Moon that was almost 400 km 
closer than this one. As usual, 
no trouble was reported-unless 
you count a midnight awaken¬ 
ing as trouble. 

If so, close the drapes on 
May 5th. Otherwise, enjoy the 
super-moonlight.

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Zuma: S.Africa, India trade 
to reach $15 bn before 
2014 


JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
Trade between South Africa 
and India will reach the target 
of $15 billion (11 billion euros) 
per year before a self-imposed 
2014 deadline, South African 
President Jacob Zuma said 
yesterday. The two countries 
agreed to increase their com¬ 
mercial exchanges during 
Zuma's state visit to India in 
2010. 

But they are on track to 
reach the mark ahead of sche¬ 
dule, Zuma said during a re¬ 
turn visit from Indian President 
Pratibha Patil. 

"We set a target of 15 bil¬ 
lion dollars of trade between 
South Africa and India, to be 
achieved by 2014. According 
to current trade statistics this 


could be reached earlier than 
anticipated," he said. 

"The figure by the end of 
2011 was close to seven billion 
dollars. We are on the right 
path indeed." 

Africa’s largest economy 
grew 3.1 percent in 2011, but 
is dragged down by a 23.9-per¬ 
cent unemployment rate. 

Nigeria, the continent’s 
most populous nation and 
largest oil producer, was 
India’s largest trading partner 
at $10 billion in 2010. 

"Let me remind you that 
you are in the right continent at 
the right time. The African 
continent is the new frontier of 
economic growth and develop¬ 
ment," said Zuma. 


Facebook pushes IPO 
ahead, value set above B $70 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Face- 
book yeswterday set a price 
range for its hotly anticipated 
public offering that would 
value the social network be¬ 
tween $70 billion and $87.5 
billion. 

A regulatory filing calls for 
shares to be priced between 
$28 and $35, which would set 
a company value below some 
estimates of $100 billion for 
the world's biggest social net¬ 
work. 

At the midpoint of the price 
range, the sale of 337 million 
shares would generate $10.6 
billion, making Facebook's of¬ 
fering the largest IPO of a tech 
firm and one of the biggest on 
US soil.The net proceeds for 
Facebook at that price would 
be $5.6 billion, excluding fees 
and commission, as well 


money from the 157 million 
shares sold by holders of the 
previously issued stock, based 
on a filing with the Securities 
and Exchange Commission. 

Trading was expected to be 
launched May 18, according to 
news reports.On the private- 
company exchange Shares- 
Post, Facebook shares had 
been estimated at more than 
$44, news reports said. 

Although the proposed 
pricing would put Facebook's 
value below some estimates, it 
still would make the social net¬ 
work the most valuable US 
Web company at the time of an 
IPO, topping Google's $23 bil¬ 
lion valuation in 2004. 

It would also put Facebook 
just behind the market capital¬ 
ization of Amazon.com and 
ahead of Hewlett-Packard Co.

Brazil's BTG Pactual launches big 
Africa investment fund 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Brazil's leading investment 
bank Banco BTG Pactual yes¬ 
terday launched a $1 billion 
Africa investment fund, the 
biggest in the world, with ca¬ 
pital collected in the country. 

"It will be the biggest fund 
in Brazil with a special focus 
on the African continent," 
BTG Pactual president Andre 
Esteves said at a seminar here 
on investment opportunities in 
Africa sponsored by the 
Brazilian Development Bank 
(BNDES). 

"The creation of this 'pri¬ 
vate equity' is a demonstration 
of the enormous confidence 
and affinity Brazil has with 
this region of the world." 

The announcement drew 
cheers from seminar partici¬ 


pants — including Brazilian 
ministers and corporate lead¬ 
ers, African ambassadors and 
former Brazilian president 
Luiz Inacio Lula da Silva. 

"This announcement is ex¬ 
tremely important," said Car¬ 
los Lopes, the executive 
director of the UN Institute for 
Training and Research who 
has been named as the next ex¬ 
ecutive secretary of the UN 
Economic Commission for 
Africa. 

"That the biggest invest¬ 
ment fund for Africa is created 
by Brazil is beneficial, coura¬ 
geous and shows a recognition 
of risk," added Lopes, of 
Guinea-Bissau. 

He noted that the biggest 
Africa development fund so far 
was Helios with $900 million. 


Esteves highlighted Africa's 
good macro-economic funda¬ 
mentals, including a public 
debt reduced from 90 percent 
to 59 percent of GDP and in¬ 
flation averaging eight percent.

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History of Aruban athletes 
in Olympic Games (Part I) 




Today we want to put the spot¬ 
light on some of Aruba’s ath¬ 
letes who excelled in the past 
at the Olympic Games. We go 
way back to the Helsinki 
Olympic Games in 1952. Re¬ 
grettably, the majority of the 
athletes of yester years have 
all passed away. Today we are 
happy to still have with us Leo 
Rodriguez. Most of the ath¬ 
letes of the past had accom¬ 
plished great feats in one or 
more sports. They had all been 
highly revered here at home 
for their tremendous accom¬ 
plishments in the field of ath¬ 
letics. 

We must mention,among 
others, Jorge “Gochi” Brion, 
Leo Rodriguez, Raymundo 
“Mundo” Kemp, Juan Briesen, 
Adriaan “Jani” Brokke, Her- 
nandes y Carlos “Cai” Helder. 
These giants excelled espe¬ 


cially in the sport of 
football. 

Despite the fact 
that many years have 
past, we still remem¬ 
ber clearly what these 
men did in name of 
Aruba. We don’t have 
the history of all our 
athletes, but we did 
succeed in compiling 
many of them with 
photos and illustra¬ 
tions of the Olympic 
Games of Helsinki. 
Six Aruban athletes 
participated in those 
Games in Helsinki as 
part of the Antillean 
football selection. 

We succeeded in 
collecting information 
on Jorge “Gochi” Brion, and 
on Leo Rodriguez who both 
played in the 1952 Helsinki 
Games. 

Jorge Gerardo Brion, better 
known as Gochi, was a great 
athlete of the Socotoro Barrio. 
He played for the Aruba Jrs 
football team. Footbal was his 
favorite sport. He also palyed 
softball for the Extra Aruba 
Sluggers team. Gochi was 
considered a legend who ex¬ 
celled in the area of sports. In 
1952, Gochi Brion, together 
with 6 other Arubans were part 
of the Antillean selection that 
represented the Antilles in the 
Helsinki Olypmic Games. To¬ 
gether with Janny Brokke and 
Juan Briesen, Gochi played 
against Turky in which the An¬ 
tillean team lost 2 to 1. Fol¬ 
lowing the Olympic games, 


we remember Gochi saying... 
”1 believe that this Olympics 
was the best experience and 
achievement of my football 
career, because when I com¬ 
pare football now with what it 
was before, I’d rather not say 
anymore.” 

Leo Rodriguez played foot¬ 
ball, basketball, ping pong and 
ahtletics in Aruba. All his 
sports activities was for the 
Aruba Jrs. Team. In football 
and basketball, Rodriguez was 
an outstanding player who was 
also part of the Aruba Jrs. Or¬ 
ganization. He excelled in var¬ 
ious international encounters. 
Leo Rodriquez also com¬ 
mented on his recollections, 

saying,.’’Back then Aruba 

Jrs. had true legends playing 
sports on Aruba, but it hurts 
me to see how sports has dete¬ 
riorated, and the question I ask 
is who is to blame for this?” 
This is the first part of the his¬ 
tory of Aruban athletes who 
represented Aruba in historical 
Olympic Games.

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Ukraine denounces 
'destructive' Euro 
boycott 

KIEV AFP) - Ukraine on 
Thursday denounced a threat¬ 
ened EU boycott of its Euro 
2012 football matches as a 
"destructive” attempt to politi¬ 
cise sport that will hurt mutual 
understanding and ties. 

The furious statement came 
moments after the European 
Union confirmed that all its 
commissioners would skip 
next month’s football events in 
the country to protest the treat¬ 
ment of its jailed ex-premier 
Yulia Tymoshenko. 

Russia's president-elect 
Vladimir Putin had earlier in 
the day attempted to defuse 
the escalating crisis by offer¬ 
ing to receive Tymoshenko for 
treatment should the Ukrain¬ 
ian authorities agree to let her 
travel to Russia. 

The authorities dug in for 
diplomatic warfare by accus¬ 
ing EU leaders of ignoring the 
interests of not only Ukraini¬ 
ans but all Eastern Europeans 
with their boycott call. 

The shock announcement 
and earlier boycott of a Yalta 
conference by the German 
president set in motion a mass 
European boycott campaign 
that is now wreaking havoc on 
the biggest event in Ukraine's 
post-Soviet history. 

At least seven EU heads of 
state are further shunning a 
summit to be hosted by Presi¬ 
dent Viktor Yanukovych in 
Yalta this month. 
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American Mlcheel on 
top at Spanish Open 


SEVILLE, (AFP) - Former 
USPGA Championship winner 
Shaun Micheel shot a five- 
under-par 67 for a one-shot 
lead after the opening round of 
the Spanish Open here on 
Thursday. 

The 43-year-old American, 
who triumphed at Oak Hill in 
2003 to become a Major cham¬ 
pion, took advantage of im¬ 
proved afternoon weather 
conditions to hit eight birdies 
and three bogeys. 

It left him one shot ahead of 
home favourite Jorge Campillo 
and the English pair of Robert 
Rock and Danny Willett, with 
their compatriot Matthew 
Baldwin alone in fifth on three 
under. 

Italian Ryder Cup star 
Francesco Molinari was the 
best of the morning starters 
and had to contend with strong 
winds and heavy rain, as he 
signed for a two-under-par 70, 
which was matched in the af¬ 
ternoon by his compatriot Mat- 
teo Manassero. 

Micheel turned in 33, struck 
his approach at the 13th to 
three feet, holed a five-footer 
at the 15th and two-putted the 
long 16th from 25 feet to reach 
six under par. 

But he came unstuck at the 
last, finding sand from the tee, 
hitting his approach into an¬ 


other bunker and two-putting 
for bogey. 

"I didn't expect this," said 
Micheel. "Yesterday in the the 
pro-am I didn't make any 
birdies, and it wasn't for lack 
of effort, I can assure you. 

"I had a terrific start with 
four birdies on my first six 
holes. I think the key was I 
kept the ball in play, made a 
couple of nice putts, and I 
made all my short putts. 

"My iron play was good and 
I just managed myself well and 
gave myself a lot of opportuni¬ 
ties. 

"Outside my bogey in the 
last, I'm extremely pleased. I 
made eight birdies. It felt great, 
it really did. I'm ready to play 
tomorrow in the same condi¬ 
tions. I do enjoy playing in dif¬ 
ficult conditions." 

Englishman Rock, con¬ 
queror of Tiger Woods and 
world top three Luke Donald, 
Rory Mcllroy and Lee West- 
wood in Abu Dhabi in January, 
eagled the 13 th and 16th on his 
return to action after more than 
a month off. 

That break came after his 
failed attempt to climb into the 
world ranking's top 50 in time 
for the Masters, but it is the 
leading 60 who qualify for ext 
month's US Open and he is 
currently 60th.

Cause of Dale Oen 
death still unknown 


LOS ANGELES (AFP)-Au¬ 
thorities are still probing the 
cause of world champion 
swimmer Alexander Dale 
Oen's death after an initial au¬ 
topsy was inconclusive, au¬ 
thorities in Flagstaff, Arizona 
said. 

"An autopsy on Alexander 
Dale Oen was performed by 
the Coconino County Medical 
Examiner's Office on Tuesday. 
Following the initial examina¬ 
tion, the cause of death is 
pending," Barbara Worgess, 
the chief health officer for the 
county, said in a statement. 
"Additional tests are being 
conducted." 

The medical examiner's of¬ 
fice said the initial autopsy "re¬ 
vealed no anatomic cause of 
death and no trauma associated 
with the death". 

Norway's Dale Oen, 26, 
died in Flagstaff, where he was 
training at altitude with team¬ 
mates in preparation for the 
London Olympics. 

The reigning 100m breast¬ 


stroke world champion was 
found collapsed in a shower at 
a swimming pool by team¬ 
mates on Monday, the Norwe¬ 
gian swimming federation 
said. 

The team doctor tried to re¬ 
suscitate him, as did para¬ 
medics who arrived within 
minutes to take him to hospi¬ 
tal. 

"We routinely run additional 
tests to help determine cause of 
death and we are consulting 
with a cardiovascular patholo¬ 
gist," Worgess said of the on¬ 
going investigation. 

"Final test results may take 
eight weeks or longer to be 
completed." 

Dale Oen became Norway's 
first swimmer to win an 
Olympic medal when he won 
the silver in the 100m breast¬ 
stroke in the 2008 Games in 
Beijing. 

He had been tipped as one 
of Norway's best chances of a 
medal at the London Olympics 
in July.

At the press conference 
Wednesday afternoon at the 
Hollywood Theater inside the 
MGM Grand, Mayweather 
praised his opponent calling 
him a ’’true warrior, a tough 
champion”, and said, ”to go 


into the Hall Of Fame you 
have to face the best oppo¬ 
nents,” which, for Cotto, can¬ 
not be denied. He has faced 
Manny Pacquiao, Antonio 
Margarito twice, Shane 
Mosley and Zab Judah. 

Even if his not legendary 
Miguel Cotto 37-2 (30Ko’s) 
will have plenty of fans in at¬ 
tendance for his clash against 
Mayweather. The Puerto 
Rican fighter is one of the top 
fighters from his country. 


The two men have been 
mooted as possible oppo¬ 
nents since both were cam¬ 
paigning as super 
lightweights, but Cotto felt 
his chances would have been 
significantly diminished had 
they met earlier in his career. 

Cotto, who is defending 
his junior middleweight title, 
will earn $8 million, accord¬ 
ing to his Nevada contract. 
However, he will also earn 
much more because of his 
upside on the pay-per-view 
profits. 

Mayweather will earn 
much more because of his 
hefty participation in the pay- 
per-view profits. 

Speaking ahead of this Sat¬ 
urday’s mega-fight with 154- 
pound ruler Miguel Cotto, 
Mayweather said he plans on 
retiring at the age of 37. 

Boxing fans, meanwhile, 
are still hoping Mayweather 
will eventually fight Manny 
Pacquiao. When asked Tues¬ 
day if his career is complete 
without fighting Pacquiao, 
Mayweather ignored the 
question and plugged this 
weekend's fight against 
Cotto.
